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PREFACE 



THE book which furnished me with the original idea for the present work was Mayhew and Skeat^s 
Concise Dictionary of Middle English. That idea was, in few words, to collect into one Tolume 
the information contained in the numerous glossaries to Anglo-Saxon tezt-bookSf readers, etc., which 
had appeared in E!ngland, America and Germany within the last fifteen years or so — such books, for 
instance, as Sweet's Beader, Harrison and Sharp's Beowulf, and Kluge^s Lesebuch. But it occurred 
to me subsequently that we had already so many incomplete Anglo-Saxon Dictionaries that it was 
a pity not to make vay own as comprehensive as possible, and so the following extensions were intro- 
daced into my scheme : — 

I. I added to my list of glossaries— 

a. Wright-WCLlker's Tocabolaries. (As the glossary to Sweet's Oldest English texts, which 

comprise the first of those Vocabularies, was already on my list, this extension was an 
alm<»t inevitable one.) 

b. Harrison and Baskerville^s translation of Grosschopp's Dictionary of the poetical texts in 

Grein^s Bibliothek der Angels&cbsischen Poesie. 
e, Leo^s Angels&chsisches Glossar. (This, however, has been used very cautioosly, in oonsd- 

quence of Leo^ constant habit of altering the spelling found in the texts.) 
d. A MS. Concordance of my own to the Alfred ian MSS. (vie., the Parker Chronicle to a.d. 891 

inclusive, the Lauderdale Orosius, and the Hatton and Cotton MSS. of the Cura Pastoralis). 

This was at first intended for separate publication, and to serve the double purpose of 

a Concordance and an Index to Costjn's admirable Altwests&chsische Grammatik. 

II. When the analysing and grouping of the above materials was in an early stage I deter- 
mined to take the list of words appearing in the large Dictionary of Bosworth and Toller (so far as 
it had been published), and of the older Bosworth of 1838 for the remainder of the alphabet, and after 
cutting it down by leaving out the words for which no authority is given, proper names, and a few 
others (mostly obscure words only found in glosses), to use this list by placing against each word all 
the information contained respecting it in the sources above referred to, and when all these had been 
exhausted to fall back on BT and EttmtUler, or the older Bosworth to supplement them. The range 
of the glossaries is so wide that the number of cases in which I have had exclusively to rely on the 
larger dictionaries has been very small. 

III. Although I do not profess to have searched unglossaried matter systematically for new 
words, I have looked throngh a few texts (e.g. Wnlfstan, Dr. Miller's edition of Bede, and the volumes 
of Anglia, besides the three volumes of ^Ifric^s Homilies edited by Skeat), and have inserted and 
given a reference to many words not to be found in the larger dictionaries. Of course any other 
words which I oould not find in those dictionaries in the course of reading other texts as a student, 
and of which I had kept note, have also been put in. The number of words thus given which are not 
to be found in the parts of Bosworth and Toller already issued is upwards of two thousand, and there 
are probably as many in the later section of this Dictionary, which are lacking in the older Bosworth 
and in fittmtlller. 
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This book is int«ndpd primarily for studentSj ««pw:ially forjuui'or students, and for the larn 
body of antitiuarians and other persons who are interested in tho history, manners, laws, etc., 6t 
our Soxon forof a theirs. Many— prubahly mosit— of these latl*;r are quite ignorant of Old Engliah 
phonology, and cannot be assumed to know that when they find the word wiaraid in an old charter 
they ought, of course, to look in the Dictionary for woruld. And so I have tried to make the book 
OS aaoful and as easy of reference aa posaiblo for them without neglecting the claims of those who 
know, or wish to learn, something of phonology. 

]?aasing now to matters of detail, attention may bo drawn to a few of the main fe-atares 
the book, 

1. And first, it is more worthy of not<.^ than p<*npl»j unfamiliar with An^lo-Suxou Dictionaries 
and Glossaries would suppase, that the present work is arraiigod in strictly a1]>hahetical order, for 
I think every existing gloasary or dictionary exhibits some variation fi-om this order. The new 
dictionary of Boaworth and Toller may perhaiw l>e taken as nn exception, but even in that ff 
is inserted betwnen tm and U iDStea<l nf being treati^l as a separate lett<*r. To find a wonl quickly 
in some of ihi.* other vociibiilaripf*— snrh as Kttmilller^s Lexicon or tho glossary U\ H^-^'n^V f^'owulf — 
requires a special education and long practicv. 

2. The standard uf spi'lling— that is, t}ip form of a word under which the meanings are given 
is the Riirly West Saxou, us exemplified in the I^auderdale MS. of Alfred's Onjsius, the llatt-nn 
Cotton MStS. of the Cura Pust-oralis, and the Parker MS. of the Chronicle up t*i the year Ff)l inclusive 
When, as is often Uie case, ditlereut spi^Uings of the same wunl occur in these texts, I have generally 
foMowed the guidance of Coaljn'n Altwefltsftchsische Grammatik. 

The above rule is, however, subject to one condition, namely, that the spelling given should 
acluaJJy occur, and should not be raer-?Iy an asaunn^ form. Hence if a word does not occur in the 
oharacteristic Early West Saxon form, I have taken the Late WL>st Saxon, and if this again is not 
found, I have faUeu back on a dialectic form. 

It will no doubt be observed that this plan hoe not always been adherofl to, bat the exoepUcms 
have iLsually l)oen made on some ground of expediency, such as the preponderating frequency o^fl 
occurrence pf a certain form, or the desire to bring all the compounds of a word to the same place. V 

Normalisations have, as will be inferred from what has gone before, been generally avoided. I 
cannot hope to have exclude<l them altogether, as they swarm in some of tho glossaries on which 
the Dictionary is founded. A few, which I have noticed at a late stage, have been ear-marked with 
an asterisk. 

[ am aware that in adopting actual spellings as my basis I have, to a great degree, saoriftoed 
uniformity of arrangement, and have given the work a u unscientific look, and it was accordingly 
not without a good deal of hesitation that I committed myself to this plan. The chief considerations 
which decided me were that — ^M 

(1) As normalisation is so common in glossaries, etc., it would give the student another strin^H 
to his bow if a different system were chosen. For instance, the vrord fi/rten occors in the 
texts in Sweet^s AS. Header, but it is not to be found in the glossary with that spelling, 
and only appeani in the normalised form _/?«•/««. In the |)resenl work the student wUI 
find it in its proper alphabetical order, as 8i>elt in the text. 
(2J By taking a spelling which occurs the number of cases in which one has to look in two or 
more places for a word is much reduced. A single example will illastrate this, and will 
also serve to indicate the difficulties with which the compiler of an Anglo-Saxon Dic- 
tionary has to contend in the matter of spelling. Under the article ueonuiccait in the 
new part of tiosworth- Toller's large Dictionary, twenty-one passages containing examples 
of the word are given. These twenty-one examples exhibit fourteen varieties of spelling, 
and Prof. Toller has chosen a fifteenth (normalised) form as his head-word. If therefore 
a student looks for any one of the twenty-one examples of the word in its proper alpha- 
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betical order, he will not find it. As regards ten of Uje spellings, a croea-referonce will 
enable him to get at it (I am assuming that a cross-referouce will be given under ij^-, 
but that [lart of the Dictionary has not yet appearwl) hy looking in two places ; but in 
the otbor four the student is left to his knowledge of phenology. There is, of course, 
no such objection to this in the case of a dictionary intended for scholars and ad- 
vanced students as there would be in that of a work like the present. I happen to have 
come across this particular word in Wright-WGlker^s Vocabularies in the fii-st instance, 
with the spelling sinetceaU^ and as the word does not, so far aa I know, occur in any 
Alfredian or ^Ifrician text, I retained that spelling as my hoad-form. It bo happens 
that in nine out of the twenty-one instance of the occurrence of the word which are 
given by BT, it can be found in this Dictionary directly witliout a cross-reference. 
(8) Tliere is still occasionally' some risk, in putting forwurd an nHRumc-d form, of its being bused 
on un unsound ijtymology, althongh, thanks to the advaiicos made of late years in this 
dejxirtment, such wholesale mis-spellings of wortls in ordtT to bring them into conformity 
with a supposed etymology as one notices in Leo and EttmtiUor ant no longer pos- 
sible. To connteroct the drawbacks of my plan as far as practicable, I have put the actual 
variations of root-vowel in parentheses against the head-form of single words, so that it 
may be possible for the student to get at all the compounds of that word, with whatever 
variation of root-vowel they may be found. This will, to a great extent, meet the objec- 
tion that compounds of the Siime word, instfiad of beinj? groii|>fJ to^^ther with it at one 
point, are divided between two, three, or even four places in the Dictionary. 

Then agnin, lest the student should suffer from the words not being arranged on 

a uniform and consistent phonological system, I have given him frequent references to 

Sievera* Old English Grammar, from which he will be able, if he wishes, to get at the 

rauQH rfVVre of any particular si«lling he may come across. 

8- As regards accent, I have adopted the macron, which I think decidedly the preferable form 

of diacritic for an elementary work, and have limited myself to that mark atone. In deciding as to 

whether a doubtful syllable should be markt'd long or not, I have usually followed 8ievers. 

4. All words occurring in the Alfredian MSS. have been marked AO, CP, or Cub., «s the com 
,y be, and the student thus has in this book a separate Vocabnlarj' of the Early Wi^st Saxon dialect. 
To those, moreover, who can find their way about Coeiju^ Oramnuitik readily that book will now, 
with the help of this dictionary, serve as a complete Concordance to the EWS texts. Words oociir- 
ring in the works of ^{!Ifric liave also been marked M extensively, but not exhaustively. 

By means of these markings the classical West Saxon spellings have been discriminated from 
the rest, and it will also be possible to obtain some notion of the characteristic differences of spelling 
between Early and Late West Saxon. It should bo particularly borne in mind that the references 
are maiulj' intemUKl as guides t(J the vpellinn^ and not as an authority f<ir the meanings given, 
because very often meanings which I have not marked AO, CP, Cur., or M do occur in one or other 
of those texts, but they have not been marked as so occurring because the spelling has not happened 
to be that which has been chosen for the head-word. 

In addition to the above the chief poetical forms have been marked with a dagger, and an 
attempt has been made to distinguish dialectic forms by occasionally giving a reference io some of 
the most import«nt non-West Saxon texts, such as the Northumbrian Gospels and Durham Bitual 
(Northumbrian, which is also denoted generally by the abbreviation N), the Vespasian Psalter (Mer- 
cian, also denoted generally by M,or N-f M ar.; denoto*! gt^nerally by A, i.«. Anglian), and the Kpntish 
Gloss to the Proverbs (Kentish, alsodi^noted gunerally by K). Words only occurring in the Early 
Glosses are marked EG, and so forth. 

This part of my scheme has only been carried out very partially, owing to want of time, and 
if an opportunity oocuis in the future for my working it out more completely, I shall hope to do so. 




Meanwhile, ft Comparative Table of the Vowpl Sounds of tht? »trp«sed syllables in the variona 
dialocts, which I have inserted at the end of the Preface, will give further help in this 
direction. 

5. Beferenoes to particular passages have, as a rule, only been given in the case of rare words, 
or words occurring only once, A good niany such references will Im found in the first half of the 
dictionary, because I have made it a rule to quote my authority for all words not given by Bosworth 
and Toller. Similarly, in the section from S to the end, references are inserted for words not to be 
found in Ettmiiller, Groescbopp, or the older Bosworth. 

6. CopiouB references have b^en made to th« Graramatio-al Introdactitm to Sweet's Reader — the 
best elementary Anglo-Saxon Grammar which basyebbf.'en publlnhed in En^gland — and (for the benefit 
of more advanced studenta, especially those intert'sted in Phonology) to Gixik^A translation of Sievers* 
Old English Grammar. Occasional references will also bu found to Cosijn^s Altwestsftchsiache Gram- 
matik. 

7. An unusually large number of cross-re ft.-renoes have bten given. All the parts of a strong 
Torb which would come in a different place to the infinitive in the alphabetical order have been 
8e|>arately inserted, and a great many variations of spelling have also been recorded. To have 
included all the known variations would, of course, have been a hopeless task ; but I have added at 
the end of this Preface some tables, which will, I hope, be of use to the student iu cases where he 
does not readily find the word he requires. 

8. A ^ood deal of care has be«n expended upon the homonyms, which are unusually frequent 
in Anglo-Saxon, and are calculated tu give no little tronble to the beginner. 

9. So far as etymology is cmcerned, I liave limited myself to giving related Anglo-Saxon words, 
And occasionally rc^ferring to cognate words occurring in other languages. Such words are put in 
brackets at the end of the article, and it should bo carefully borue in mind that they are often net 
the worils from which the Anglo-Saxon word under which they are put is derived. I have given a 
good nuiny cognates in German, where they may (wesibly app-.-ar superfluous to an Englishman, with 
the view of helping any German student into whose hands the book may come. 

The only help which I am conscious of having withheld from the student is that which might 
have been afforded by the division of each word into syllables by means of hyphens. The ordinary 
Anglo-Saxon compound word is, however, so very easy to dismember, and it is such a profit'ftble exer- 
cise for the learner to try and break up the words for himself, that I decided to leave it for him to 
do. Less weighty reasons were (I) that I wished the words iu the diotionAry to have as nearly as 
possible the same appearance as they have in a text (henct* also my sjHiring use of diacritics), and 
(2) that with such narrow columns as were fixed upon the addition of hyphens would have materially 
increased the length of the bmik. 

1 have long felt the ne^>d of a small Anglo-Saxon Diotimiary to be an urgent one, and the degree 
of urgency has seemed to me to increase year by year. When, therefore, reports of th« propoa'd for- 
mation of a new School of English Language and Littiruture at Oxfurd reached me I resolved that, 
if possible, such a School shonld at any rate have something better to begin with in this respect than 
the Ettmttller or Bosworth of forty or fifty years ago. 

This pressing need has impelled me to publish the work before it has reached Uio degree of 
completeness which I had at one time hoped to give it. I had intended, for instance, to make my 
references to .£lfric*s writings as exhaustive as those to the Alfrcdian texts, and to have added con- 
siderably to the number of references to the non-West Saxon texts, but this would have involved so 
mnch labour and delay that I determined to leave it over for a time. If a second edition is called for, 
I shall hope to give this matter further attention, and to impi-ove the Dictionary in other respects. 
In connection with this point I may say, firstly, that it has been arranged that the present edition 
shall not be stereotyped, so that there shall be no i^striction to the niimber and extent of the altera- 
tions if a reprint becomes neoeosary ; and, sccx>ndly, that if any one notices any errors or omissions 
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in the foUowing pages I should be most thankful to receive notification of them, addressed to me at 
the office of the publishers in London. 

I am under great obligations to several friends for help and counsel, but amongst them I feel 
bound especially to mention Professor Georg Fiedler, of Mason College, Birmingham, who has been 
kind enough to revise the proof-sheets throughout, with reference more particularly to questions 
of accentuation and etymology, with respect to which I have thus had throughout the advantage of 
his sound scholarship. I am also indebted to him for valuable suggestions made during the earlier 
stages of the work. 

In the examination and arrangement for my purposes of the German glossaries I have used, 
careful assistance has been rendered by Miss Mary Hayes and Miss Amy G. Morant, both late of 
Newnham College, Cambridge.
